Miss Ruth I. Seabury, author, 
teacher and world traveler, and 
educational secretary of tho 
American Board of Foreign Mis¬ 
sions in Boston, told highlights 
of her world travels on Tue.sday 
at the Sierra Madre Kiwanis Club 
meeting and luncheon, at the 
Woman’s Clubhou.se. 

Miss Seabury, who had visited 
the Wistaria Vine before attend¬ 
ing the club meeting, stated that 
it was one of the most beautiful 
things she had .seen In her tra¬ 
vels. 

In a personal Interview with 
Mahatma Gandhi. Mias Seabury 
said that he appeared to be an 
extremely Intellectual man. They 
talked at great length on world 
problems. Asked why he did not 
eat more, when he was .so thin. 
Gandhi pointed out that he could 
not digest food when the people 
of his country were starving. A 
six by six book shelf, containing 
the foremost literature of the 
world, indicated his keen interest 
in cultural pur.sults.

Avocado grow-ers, through more 
efficient motheds. reduced their 
1933 cash cultural co-sts to half 
of those of just three years ago, 
according to Harold Wahlberg. 
Orange county farm advisor, at 
the Los Angeles-Orange counties’ 
annual Avocado Institute. The 
affair was held last week at Pla¬ 
centia, before several hundred 
growers from all districts. Last 
year’s average cash cost per acre 
among bearing groves in his 
study was $115.50, compared with 
$152..26 the year before, and 
against $234.82 in 1931. 

Yields last year were the light¬ 
est in three years, averaging only 
1.698 pounds per acre in orch 
ards of 5 to 14 years of age. The 
1932 yield was 2,132 pounds per 
acre, while the 1931 yield was 
3,995 pounds per care. It took 
1,285 pounds of fruit per acre 
last year, averaging 9.‘29 cents 
per pound net to the grower, to 
equal the total cash cost per acre. 
The 1935 crop may easily turn 
out to be from three to five times 
this year’s tonnage, grower opin¬ 
ions indicated.
